“Wine, Women and Graft” Will 
Cause Retirement of Two More 
Ministers, 


Vancouver, June 12, George W. 
Fowler, Conservative member for 
mings-Albert, N. B., one of the chief 
actors in the political drama which 
was the feature of the last federal 
session, ending in the exit of the min- 
ister of railways and canals, Hon. H, 
R. Emmerson, arrived in Vancouver 
today on _ his semi-annual visit to 
this province, in which he holds large’ 
interests, 

It will also be recalled that the 
‘fighting’ member for Kings was 
one of the star witnesses before the 
insurance commission which was 
[Scene II, Act 1, in the drama 
which closed with the Emmerson ep- 
isode, the end of which is not yet. 
That awaits the trial of the editor 
of the Fredericton Gleaner, now 
“committed” on the charge of crimi- 
nal libel, preferred by the ex-minis- 
ter, and in part gowing out of Mr. 
Fowler‘s historic phrase ‘‘wine, wom- 
en and graft.’ 

“Take my word for it Emmerson 
is out of the cabinet and for all 
time, whatever the result of his libel 
suit may be. As to whether the 
Fredericton Gleaner was justified in 
the particular charges they made 
against him I leave the public to 
judge from the evidence of the ex- 
minister alone in the preliminary 
proceedings. But I want to say this 
Kmmerson’s resignation from the cab- 
inet was not voluntary, as he 
would have the public believe, and 
[ can prove it and its a certainty 
that he is an ex-cabinet minister for 
ail time. 

His disappearance from the scene 
of federal: power is one of the results 
of the insurance commission in yiry” 
continued Mr, Fowler. ‘‘The public 
may expect two more, anl both wil! 
b2 cabinet ministers who wi’) step 
down and out, and that soon.” : 

“But as they are still in the cabi 
net, they could not of course be nam- 
med. 

“The public will have to think that 
out for themselves,’ , ‘Jed the mom- 
ber for- Kings. Reeve 

‘“Then.the insurance investigation 
had a beneficial effect after all?’’ 

“Yes it has been of some service to 
the public already, as you see, and 
promises more. It is some justifica- 
tion at least for the expenditure of 
public money, and that enquiry cost 
a small fortune. But considering the 
object .which brought it into being 
it was the flattest kind of a failure— 
a political farce, pure and simple.” 

Then the member for Kingg refer- 
red to his own examination before 
it. 

“They, thought they had something 
against me in that Kamloops timber 
land sale, purely a private business 
matter of my own as the evidence dis- 
closed. So the fun was all the other 
way. When Mr. Ross_ saw fit to 
make insinuations against me in the 
House following a speech in which 
I had taken Ralph Smith to \ task 
for deserting the Labor party, I 
thought the time was ripe for thc 
cha'lenge I made.’’ 

This, it will be recalled, was the 
challenge that if the private business 
of a member was to be analyzed in 
public in parliament then every mem- 
ber of the House and every cabinet 
minister would be included in the 
revelations even to “wine. women 
and graft.”

Even the premier agreed with 
me, that the private business of a 
member was not a subject of  dis- 
cussion in parliament, and as the in- 
insurance comunission’s report made 
no charge whatever against me, and 
1 was not called upon to carry out 
my threat of revelation. ¢

A TORNADO. 


The Spiral That Connects the Earth 
With the Clouds. 

While in Kansas a few years ago I 
had a very clear view of a tornado. It 
was about ten miles distant, passing 
swiftly over the prairie. It presented 
the appearance of a long rope about 
two feet in diameter. It extended 
from a dark, irregularly shaped cloud 
to the earth and was slightly curved 
It was of nearly uniform thicknes: 
and leaned about thirty-five degrees 
from a perpendicular toward the cloud 
A line drawn from where I stood t 
the cloud would have made an angle of 
about forty degrees with the earth's 
surface. After this ropelike projection 
had parted I noticed in the irregular 
cloud a perfectly shaped spiral of sil- 
ver whiteness. It was shaped like a 
great auger and extended from the 
point where the funnel or rope had 
been connected with the cloud forward 
in the direction the cloud was moviug. 
All around it was in wild commotion 
but the spiral itself seemed to stand 
like a great white ribbon coiled auger 
shape and fixed secure. This spiral at 
the time I caught sight of it was lying 
in a nearly horizontal position, the for- 
ward end being only slightly elevate? 
I have never met any one who has 
seen this spiral in the tornado cloud. 
but by one who came dangerously near 
being caught by a passing tornado I 
was told that the center of the whirl- 
' ing funnel was as white as milk. From 
his statement, taken in connection 
with my own observations, I have 
formed the opinion that the center of 
all tornadoes is a perfectly shaped elec- 
trical spiral and that when in opera-

It is manifest that such a spiral 
would give the middle of the tornado 
funnel a white appearance. But it is 
not likely that one looking at it in Its 
upright form would detect its spiral 
form. Indeed, it would have to turn 
itself in a most favorable position in 
order to reveal to the eye of the ob- 
server its spiral form.—Scientific Amer- 
ican,

ever, taken place six years earlier. The 
whipping of women for various of-, 
fenses continued even later. Public, 
whipping was not abandoned until 
1817, and cases of private whipping o¢.' 
enrred as late as 1820. ! 

There can be no doubt, we think, 
that the savage human instinct of 
cruelty had something to do with the} 
barbarous punishments above men- 
tioned. As the old Roman public 
longed for the carnage of the circus,’ 
as the Spanish populace crowded to 
the auto-da-fe in the flourishing days 
of the inquisition, so the lower (per- 
haps not only the lower) strata of Eng- 
lish nationality took delight in witness- 
ing tortures which in all probability 
were devised and kept up partly for 
their entertainment. Judge Jeffreys in 
sentencing 2 woman to be whipped fs 
reported to have said: 

“Hangman, I charge you to pay par- 
ticular attention to this lady. Scourge 
her till her blood runs down. It is 
Christmas time, a cold time for madam 
to strip. See that you burn her shoul- 
ders thoroughly.”—Cornhill Magazine.
